GW’s Affirmative Action plan has surpassed the 
Tcquiremcms set by the government, according to Mariatuie 
Phirips, assistant provost for affirmative action. 

In 1974, GW formulated an Affirmative Action plan to 
comply with requirements of federal legislation. Phelps said 
GW surpassed these requirements. 

She added the University has proposed additional policies 
whichare"agoal the University would like to reach, but riot a 
r^uiremerit of the law.”

Most students support Mideast treaty

The Middle East peace treaty 
signed last week by Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin has left many GW students 
optimistic about the prospect for 
a total peace in the mid-east . 

The treaty between the two 
countries also involves Ihe U.S. 
directly. The U.S. has agreed to 
give $3 billion worth of military 
and economic aid to both 
coumries. They have alto con- 
sented to supply Israel with oil if 
their supply from Ihe Sinai Desert 
is cut off, and will consider 
defending Israel if Egypt attacks 
them again. The treaty also in- 


skepiical view. “I think the treaty 
is very tentative. It’s not the 
financial involvment that bothers 
me. It’s that we could get in- 
volved militarily,” he said.

I don’t 
know if giving back Ihe Sinai is 
conducive to peace. But, further 
diplomalk Iks will be an asset 
rather than a hindrance to 
peace.” 

She added, “I think that Carter 
it doing this because he knows 
that he has the Jewish vote to look 
out for. Right now he it pushing 
hard for that vole.” 


A member of the Iranian 
Students Cultural Activities 
Association (ISCAA) who wished 
to remain anonymous, said, “I 
believe that in this agreement they 
didn’t consider the Palestinians. 
The Palestinians have the rights 
to slay on their land. They must 
have Ihe right to control” their 
own government. 

“I think that the treaty will 
produce some stability, which will 
serve as a cornerstone for 
resolving some of Ihe major issues 
that still remain’’ in the mid-cast 
region, said Waller Zalenski, a 
sophomore majoring in political 
science and philosophy.

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Record number vie 
for RA positions

A record 130 students applied 
for 13 vacant Resident Assistant 
(RA) positions at GW this year. 

Don Oberg, Calhoun Hall 
resident director (RD), indicated 
the increase was due primarily to 
economic factors and current 
RA’s who “talk up the job” to 
others. This is also the first year 
in which prospective juniors have 
been eligible to become resident 
assistants. 

Sue Herzberg, RD at Thurston 
Mali, said she believed juniors are 
as qualified as other up- 
perclassmen to serve as RA’s and 
said they often show more en- 
thusiasm. 

Of the 13 selected for the 
positions, one was a junior. 

The selection process began in 
the preliminary stages in mid- 
January and continued until 
Spring break . 

According to Herzberg, the 
prospective RA's had to go 
through two phases of the 
selection process. During the first 
phase, a group of five to 10 RA 
candidates had to perform a task 


or solve a problem through group 
interaction while four current 
RA’s judged their performances. 

"We were not interested in 
answers to the problems, but how 
well the group interacted,’’ 
Herzberg said. 

Another part of the preliminary 
phase consisted of interviews 
between current RA’s and the 
candidates. 

During the second phase of 
selection, candidates met with 
Clay Nelson, the assistant 
director for Residential Life, and 
a University RD to discuss their 
participation in the preliminary 
phase. 

“We wanted to find out how 
they reacted to the process and 
what their motivations were,” 
Herzberg said. 

Final selections were made by a 
group of all the RDs and Nelson. 

“We look for the particular 
needs of each hall and determine 
which candidates best fit those 
needs. Many excellent candidates 
weren’t chosen. We had to take 
the best person we needed 
specifically for the building.”

One hundred and fifty students attended the second annual Academic 
Open House in the Marvin Center Friday. 

The open house, sponsored by the Columbian College Peer Advisors, 
the GW Admissions Office and GW Student Association (GWUSA), was 
intended to provide students with a forum to obtain academic advising 
during preregistration and to provide information on University 
programs such as foreign study and career services. 

Lois Goldberg, special projects coordinator for the Provost’s office, 
said the open house was “a little bit more successful than last year’s.” 
Although she had hoped more students would come, she said, “Those 
who attended did get a lot out of it.” 

She noted cooperation of the staff and faculty helped make the 
program work. “It could not have been successful without them.” 

She said 73 to l(X) faculty and staff members attended the conference, 
and nearly all academic departments in Columbian College were 
represented. 

GWUSA and the Columbian College peer advisors also had 
representatives at the open house. 

Goldberg, who will leaving GW this summer, hopes the idea of the 
open house will not be abandoned. She said the open house is “a quality 
program,” but she feels “it won’t be continued unless others choose to 
continue it.” 

She said if the open house is continued next year, it may be scheduled 
earlier in the second semester to try to gain more student participation.

Preregistration ends Thursday 


The GW Housing Office is 
“out to get” commuting students 
who wish to gain admittance to 
University dorms, student Wade 
Lewis contends. 

Lewis, who currently lives off- 
campus al Hillel House, at- 
tempted to enter the all-resident 
dorm lottery but was refused 
admittance because, he said, the 
housing office told him he has no 
semesters of eligibility. 

Lewis said he was particularly 
angered because the housing 
office also said his prospective 
roommate, who is a University 
dorm resident, was not allowed to 
“pull him in” to a GW dorm. 

He said he was “a little bit 
disturbed and discouraged that 
the University doesn’t fully, 
encourage the students to get 
actively involved in University life 
by helping us” gain University 
housing. 

, According to Ann Webster, 
director of housing, “It doesn’t 
make sense to put him in the 
lottery." Although she “un- 
derstands his complaint” of not 
being able to be pulled in by 
someone else, she said the 
University has an obligation to 
incoQiing freshmen and transfer 
students to provide them with 
housing if they desire it. 

Since Thurston Hall small 
fours are changing back to triples 
next year, she added, it would be 
very difficult to find room for 
commuting students, too.

“Things have been going well” 
so far with the preregistraiion 
process for the 1979 fall semester, 
which will continue until 
Thursday, according to GW 
Registrar Robert Cebhardl- 
sbauer. 

Gebhardisbauer said that for 
most students, the preregistration 
process is much easier than the 
registration process. He noted, 
however, that in the past, most 
students have waited until the 
second week of preregistraiion to 
go through the process, which has 
created lines. 

“Except for those courses 
which require department ap- 
proval," Gebhardisbauer said. 


“all the student has to do is pick 
up his form and choose his 
classes." 

Gebhardisbauer said there “is 
not as much running around" 
now as there is during regular 
registration in the fall. “You are 
sent a bill instead of going 
through a long line,” he added. 

Under the preregistraiion 
process, students are required to 
pay fall semester tuition and all 
fees by Aug. I. Failure to meet 
this deadline could result in the 
cancellation of their 
preregistraiion, according to 
Gebhardisbauer. 

He said students who 
preregisicr have a 98 percent 


probability of gelling the classes 
they sign up for as long as they 
pay their tuition by August I and 
attend their first class.

programming. Nash said they will 
not know how much they are 
going to ask for this year until 
committees have been selected. 

Nash indicated he hopes to 
attract big name promoters to 
provide the capital investment 
funds needed to put on bigger 
productions, and would have the 
promoters receive most of the 
profits. “We won't make of much 
money, but we* will be able to 
increase the number of shows we 
put oti,” Nash said. 

Nash also said the PB advisory

"I have great respect for

Tapes link officials to break-in

The transcripts of previously 
secret conversations released to 
the Tomahawk yesterday cast 
suspicions on top GW officials, 
possibly linking them to a break 
in at the student government 
offices. Politicos Engaged in 
Nothing Interesting or Significant 
(PENIS) last month. 

The conversation recorded on 
tapes subpoenaed by GW Special 
Prosecuter Hairy Clothesline, 
contain the voices of Donald 
Duck, Mickey Mouse, GW 
President Ellllioitlittt Void and 
the seven GW viced presidents. 
Greasy, Sleazy, Lowdown. 
Scuzbutt, Deal, Dopey and Slick. 

According to Clothesline, he 


had no idea what Duck or Mouse 
were doing on the tapes, but that 
the presence of the others could 
implicate them in a conspiracy to 
carry out and cover up the break 
in in an attempt to disrupt 
PENlS's efforts -to get a student 
on the Board We Can't T rust. 

Some of the most damaging 
material is in the conversation 
which look place a week before 
the break in. After preliminary 
introductions in which Mouse 
says, "Hi Mousketeers,” and 
“Anybody got a joint,” the tapes 
go in to more detail about the 
break in and the cover up. 

"Rob the motherfucker,” Void 
is heard to instruct one of his 
viced presidents, probably 
Scuzbutt. "Which motherfuckers 


do you mean,” Scuzbutt answers. 
“Well, let me give you a hint,” 
Void explains. “He can’t speak 
English, he talks with his hands, 
has curly hair and is probably a 
homosexual.” 

“You mean the Director of 
Housing,” Scuzbutt replies. 
“Know you dumb shit. I want to 
screw those guys in PENIS. We 
need a real man for this job. Gel 
Slick in here,” Void answers. 

Clothesline said he suspects a 
cover up operation may have 
taken place after the break in. He 
cited portions of tapes recorded 
several days after the incident. 

“Never mind GPA and the 
JSA, cover-up the PENIS thing, 
right away,” shouts Void at one 
(turn to p. 2 you WUSS)

U.S. needs to pursue alternatives 


The people of Harrisburg, Pa., are now living 
beneath the shadow of a nuclear accident. Nuclear 
energy has forced the evacuation of some of the 
inhabitants of the area surrounding the Three Mile 
Island nuclear power plant near Harrisburg. There 
were so many mechanical failures and human errors 
that it is probably pure luck that there was no full 
scale meltdown. According to government officials, 
even that awesome possibility has not bean totally 
ruled out. 

It seems that no one knows exactly what happened 
or what the consequences might have been. The 
Nuclear Regulaiory Commission (NRC) and the 
Metropolitan Edison Co., the utility company that 
operates the power plant, have issued conflicting 
statements. The fear of nuclear catastrophe is 
complicated by the feeling that many people are not 
sure who they can trust, or whether they are being 
told the truth about the situation. Understandably 
the utility company has tried to reassure Americans 
that the probim was not realty' serious, glossing 
over the incident by saying that there was no serious 
contamination, and that no one was killed 

Unfortunately, this does not take into con- 
sideration what might have happened. The NRC 
statement apparently comradkled the assurance that 
the incident was not serious. The statements of the 
utility company shows that profit is the company's 
main concern. This callous disregard for human life 
indicates that there is little reason to expect safety to 
improve unless it is forced by government action. 

The time for the U.S. to re-evaluate its policy on 
nuclear energy is long overdue. Nuclear energy as a 


source of commercial power began as the “Atoms 
for Peace” program under President Eisenhower. It 
was a poHlical gesture Signed to show the world 
that the U.S. could turn the dreaded atom bomb into 
something wonderful for humanity. 

Admittedly, this was a desirable goal; however, no 
investigation was undertaken to determine whether 
this could ever be economically feasible or whether it 
would be safe. Incentives were devised to encourage 
utiKtics to build nuclear reactors because nuclear 
fission energy was not economically feasible at the 
time. This push by the government resulted in a 
premature commitment to nuclear fission. 

Fuads that should have gone to alternative sources 
of energy such as solar and nuclear fusion were 
allocated to the more easily attainable, though 
obviously more dangerous fission process. 

But its not too late to correct that error. It's not 
too late for the government to impose strict controls 
and restrictions on the fission industry. It is not too 
late to redirect efforts towards development of other 
energy sources. It will uke decisive and forceful 
action by government officials, but it is not too late. 

Government restrictions on nuclear energy do not 
constitute an invasion into private industry. They 
are legitimate protective instruments the public 
needs and deserves. As the Three Mile Island. in- 
cident illustrates, they must be strengthened. Un- 
doubtedly, the people of Harrisburg would agree. 


The Residence Hall Association (RHA) passed a 
resolution this week ' to allow students to break their 
housing contracts with the University under certain con- 
ditions. This is a proposal that is long overdue. 

Students who find out they cannot be on the meal plan 
due to medical reasons should be allowed to break their 
contracts. It is about time that the Housing Office realized 
this. So far the proposal has been passed by the Joint Food 
Services Board (JFSB), and the RHA. It must still be ap- 
proved by the Housing Office. 

This proposal is even more important because it has the 
full support of the GW Student Association (GWUSA) and 
thus has the approval of the student body. 

It is time that the University realized that students at GW 
are people and can be responsible human beings. Signing 
this proposal would be a good measure to take in order to 
show the University is willing to treat students with respect.

The second phase, a super- 
visory training program, is 
directed by Frank Sterrett, 
training manager at GW. 

The supervisory training has 
two stages, the first of which 
contains three parts, according to 
Sterrett. This phase includes a 
quiz on employee awareness and a 
movie concerning stereotyping. 
The third part concerns job in- 
terviewing, in which EEO in- 
structs supervisors on what are 
fair questions to ask in an in- 
terview and what are not. 

Sterrett said the purpose of this 
is “to avoid questions which 
violate anti-discrimination laws." 

The second phase, which will 
begin in April, deals with upper 
level administration. These 
training courses will discuss 
legislation and the proper way to 
handle a complaint of 
discrimination, Sterrett said.
